Two indictments’ specified that 
Schenck had defrauded the Govern- 
ment of more than $400,000 in 
taxes in 1935-37. 
The indictments said Schenck 
Aad fraudulently deducted from his 
gross income “losses” registered by 
ostensibly selling stock to friends 
in Hollywood, and that he had 
written off as business expenses

The movie executive was charged 
with perjury in statements to 
James Romayne, an Internal Reve- 
nue Bureau investigator, who ques- 
tioned him in May, 1938, while in- 
vestigating the income of William 
Bioff, an officer of the Interna- 
tional Alliance of Theatrical and 
Stage Employes who was recently 
sent to jail in Illinois on an old 
pandering conviction.

As Big as Germany’s in Flanders

WASHINGTON, June 3 (AP).— 
An American army of tanks com- 
parable in numbers to the force 
which formed the spearhead of the 
German drive through Flanders 
was visualized by authorities today 
in new defense estimates laid be- 
fore*’a House Appropriations Com- 
mittee. . 

Funds for more than 1600 light 
and medium tanks were included 
in supplementary budget requests 
for the army and navy aggregating 
possibly $1,375,000,000 in cash and 
contract authorizations. They em- 
bodied recommendations made last

With the mechanized weapons al- 
ready in army service and on order, 
and those provided for in pending 


defense measures, this would give 


a grand total of more than 3000 
tanks of various types, not includ- 
ing such lighter-armored vehicles as 
scout cars, ; 

The German army employed a 
force of about this size in breaking 
through French defenses on the 
Belgian frontier, by the best avail- 
able estimates. 

No Hint vf Big Tanks. 

The newest American types are 
mostly 10 and 18-ton vehicles. There

NATIONAL GUARD 
PROVISION MBL 
OFFERED IN HOUSE 


Measure Would Give Pres- 
ident Power to Use Any 
or All Reserves of Army 
for Defense. 


WASHINGTON, June 3 (AP).— 
Legislation was introduced in the 
House today to grant President 
Roosevelt emergency powers to 
“use any or all reserve compo- 
nents” of the army for national de- 
fense after Congress has adjourned. 
The measure was offered by 
Chairman May (Dem.), Kentucky, 
of the House Military Committee, 
who said “reserve components” in- 
cluded the National Guard, and 
that the powers would extend also 


to use of the retired personnel of 
the regular army. 

May’s bill would grant the control 
should “a national emergency” 
arise between the time Congress 
adjourns and the convening of the 
new Congress next January. 
Roosevelt asked last week that 
he be given authority to call out 
the National Guard to active duty, 
if he found it necessary. Repre- 
sentative Rayburn (Dem.), Texas, 
House Democratic leader, told re- 
porters after a conference at the 
White House that legislative chiefs 
still had hopes of adjourning before 
the start of the Republican nation- 
al convention on June 24. 

Plans to Impound Funds. 
The White House announced to- 
day that the President intended to 
impound part of the appropriations 
for Governmem agencies not vital- 
ly concerned with defense. 

This step, which coincided with 
Capitol Hill proposals for boosting 
special defense taxes beyond $656,- 
000,000 a year, is calculated to re- 
turn nearly $200,000,000 to the 
Treasury in the year starting 
July 1, 

Roosevelt called in Budget Direc- 
tor Harold Smith this afternoon to 
start surveying departments and 
agencies with a view to trimming 
their funds. 

Stephen Early, presidential secre- 
tary, said the President was giving 
attention only to those agencies 
“not directly concerned with nation- 
al defense or the present emer- 
gency.” ,

They flew in steady proces- 
sion over the very heart of the 
city, and as the air raid sirens 
shrieked and the hundreds of 
guns fired away they sent 
‘down their high explosives and 
incendiary bombs in screaming 
clusters. 

It was the most terrifying 
experience for Paris since the 
war began nine months ago. 

United States Ambassador 
W. C, Bullitt was only six feet 
from where a bomb fell but did 
not explode. At the time the 
Ambassador was about to have 
lunch.

Several bombs fell on a par- 
ticularly important building in 
Paris, but censorship, tempor- 
arily at least, barred transmis- 
s10n of its name or location. 

The first official bulletin on the 
raid, published by the Havas news 
agency, said “several bombs fell 
in the interior of Paris, notably on 
private buildings and on several 
points in the Paris region.” 

(An Associated Press correspond- 
ent who drove across Paris behind 
one of the numerous ambulances, 
reached the apartment houses in 
a slum district on the outskirts as 
nurses and stretcher bearers were 
Carrying out the dead and the 
wounded. And these were many. 
Some of the wounded were uncon- 
scious. Others were moaning.) 

Eight Schools Bombed. 

Four schools in Paris and four 
more in the suburbs were bombed, 
Causing casualties, it was an- 
nounced officially. 

Fifteen bombs were said to have 
crashed into one school, serving as 
a temporary hospital, killing two 
male nurses. i 
‘The bombing appeared to have 
been a reprisal -aid following Nazi 
attacks on Southern France Satur- 
day and a French reply in the Ruhr 
yesterday. Where the exchange 
would end, none could tell. 

Soldiers Patrol Bombed Areas. 

Soldiers immediately took over 
control of the bombed areas, With 
the swiftness and efficiency they 
have planned since last fall; the au- 
thorities put squads of men to work 
filling holes in streets and side- 
walks. 

Up and down some of the city’s 
most fashionable boulevards and 
avenues, bombs smashed into build- 
ings, broke the pavements, sent 


lamp posts bouncing into the 
streets, and jolted trees to their 
roots. 


Several bombs landed near the 
house of the Duke and Duchess of 
Windsor. Down the street from 
where they live an apartment build- 
ing caved in. Next door to that 
place the neighbors stared glumly 
through paneless windows into a 
hole 40 feet deep, scooped out of 
their front yard.

Bullitt’s Narrow Escape. 

The dud fell near Ambassador 
Bullitt as he was about to have 
lunch as the guest of Air Minister 
Laurent Eynac.

The planes came over in great 
numbers, and *soon we heard the 
roar of French pursuit ships taking 
off to give battle, and heard, too, 
ithe sudden barking of the anti-air- 
craft guns. Then as the bombers

city, we heard the chatter of ma- 
chine guns. 

It was the city’s most terrifying 
experience in its nine months of 
war. 

Three bombs fell in one section 
of the city, smashing a district post- 
office, knocking off a corner of an 
apartment house, and smashing 
through the roof of a bank. 

Raid During Lunch Hour. 

The raid occurred at 1:20 p. m. 
(6:20 a. m. St. Louis time) and 
caught thousands of Parisians dur- 
ing the lunch hour. 

Men and women, sitting in the 
sunshine on cafe terraces, heard the 
thunder of the planes as they 
moved across the city. 

Some ducked for cover. Others, 
including army officers, remained 
where they were, eating calmly. 
One man ordered more wine. 

The bombers flew high to avoid 
the fire of anti-aircraft guns. As 
the guns opened up, they were 
joined by machine guns mounted 
on rooftops. Then came the thun- 
der of the French fighting ships 
taking off in pursuit. 

Traders at the botrse, idling in 
the sunshine or talking ‘about the 
market, heard theoutburst of gun- 
fire, the noise of the planes, the 
piercing shrieks of the air raid 
sirens, and scattered. 

Sleeping night workers awakened, 
grabbed their clothes and dashed 
for the security of basements and 
air raid shelters. The drone of the 
planes, the steady chatter of ma- 
chine guns, the roar of the big 
guns continued. 

Streets Strewn With Debris. 

Where bombs struck the air was 
choked with dust. Peaceful streets 
were suddenly ripped up and lit- 
tered with rubble, plaster, stones, 
broken tiles, twisted chunks of steel 
girders. 

In the outlying district smoke 
could be seen by watchers on roofs 
in the center of the city. 

The crash of the bombs could 
be heard all over the city. Win- 
dows shook. Some fell out from 
the deep vibrations. 

Fire engines and ambulances 
rolled swiftly across the city to 
aid the wounded and halt the prog- 
ress of any fires which might start. 

In one street a bomb ripped a 
hole at least 35 feet deep and 40 
feet in diameter. 

Five hundred inmates of an old 
people’s home fled at the first sig- 
nal into air-raid shelters. A bomb 
fell only 25 feet behind the institu- 
tion’s chapel. 

Girl Helps Injured.

LONDON, June 3- (AP).—More 
than 80 per cent of the British 
Expeditionary Force has been re- 
turned from the trap in Flanders, 
War Secretary Anthony Eden as- 
serted last night in a speech broad- 
cast to the empire and the United 
States. He praised the B. E. F. 
for the “epic” battle it had put 
up. 
Eden’s address follows: 

“In the battle of the ports which 
has been raging during the past 
three weeks, Germany has made 
great strategic gains. The loss to 
us in equipment and in material 
has been heavy; but there is now 
another side to this picture. The 
bulk of the British Expeditionary

to embark and save more than 
four-fifths of that B. E. F. which 
the Germans claimed to have sur- 
rounded. The armies’ debt to the 
royal navy, to the merchant navy 
and to the Royal Air Force can 
never be forgotten. 

“We have been compelled to de- 
stroy much valuable material. We 
have suffered casualties. Once 
again our ally has to bear the in- 
vasion of the sacred soil of France. 
But the Germans, in spite of the 
huge losses which we know them 
to have suffered, have failed in 
their main object, to surround and 
annihilate the Allied armies in the 
north, 


“The B. E. F. still exists, not as 
a handful of refugees, but as a body 
of seasoned veterans. We have 
had great losses in equipment, but 
our men have gained immeasurably 
in experience of warfare and in

sands of our French Allies off with 
us from Dunkerque. 

“Countless Actions Fought.”

surrounded. They have fought 
their way through. How have they 
achieved the seemingly impossible? 
Man for man, the British troops 
have proved themselves superior 
to the Germans whenever they 


that the B. E. F. took a toll of 
the enemy greatly in excess of that 
suffered by themselves. On at 
least two occasions, at Arras and 
on the Ypres Canal, the losses suf- 
fered by the German army were 
enormous. 

“So it is that at the last the 
German plans were foiled, and that 
despite the surrender of the Bel- 
gian army, our own troops and the 
French Allies with them have 
fought their way through, 

75-Mile Withdrawal. 

“Let me now state the sequence 
of events. 
of the Belgians, the B. E. F. ad- 
vanced into Belgium, and took up 
its positions on the River Dell. The 
advance lasted several days. 
Through events they could not con- 
trol, our army had to come back 
in less than half that time. It did 
so with little confusion, and with 
few losses. Seventy-five miles for- 


vance, and 75 miles back, fighting 
all the way, all in the space of 10 
days. 

“That was the first phase of the 
battle of the ports, and it was bril- 
liantly executed. I have a report 
of one division which had not lost 
a single straggler on that 150-mile 
march, and here is a quotation 
from an account of an eye witness 
of our troops on the front. ‘No dis- 
play of drill at Olympia would be 
smarter than the work of men of 
our forces that I saw. The feeling 
of confidence was magnificent.’ 

“And so the B: E. F. found itself 
back on the shore, with its strength 
in men and material almost intact, 
but meanwhile, the German mech- 
anized columns /were pouring 
through the gap to the south, ad- 
vancing across our lines of commu- 
nication, biting ever deeper into our 
back areas. 

Labor Units Thrown Into Fight. 

“Desperate efforts were made to 
stem the tide. Units who had been 
sent to France to supply some of 
the much-needed labor pehind the 
lines were thrown into the fight 
and acquitted themselves splendid- 
ly. Others were sent to hold the 
Channel ports in an effort to keep 
open communications for the B. FE. 


“Some troops marched 35 miles in 
24 hours. British brigades on the 
flanks stood firm, despite enor- 
fmously extended frontage they 
had to defend. At one time the 
expeditionary force of nine divis- 
ions was holding a front of 80 
miles. They held on, and they 
fought back. 

“On the West, British troops de- 


sea. Day after day the battle con- 
tinued, and at the end of it they 
had fought themselves to a stand- 
still, but they held their ground, 
and by doing so they enabled the 
remainder of the expeditionary 
force to get clear. 

“On the East, corps artillery com- 
ing into action against the enemy 
massing for attack inflicted such 
heavy casualties that the attack 
never developed. 

“The stories of individual ex- 
ploits at this time are legion: An 
anti-tank gunner, who knocked out 
seven tanks; a hero who _§ after 
knocking out hostile tanks swam 
a canal to bring back marked 
maps and other booty. But the | 
triumph is not the triumph of “eg 
dividuals, however gallant; it is the 
triumph of an army. 

“No Braver British Epic.” 
“There is no braver epic in all 
our annals. There, then is the 
story of the battle of the ports. 
From the moment of the collapse 
of the Belgian army, there was 
only one course left to the Allied 
armies, to hold the line around 
Dunkerque, the only port that re- 
mained, and to embark as many 
men as possible before their rear

A SOUTHEAST COAST PORT 
IN ENGLAND, June 3 (AP).—A 
British Sergeant returning from 


Flanders today said that, so far as 
he could see, there were very few. 
British troops left in Dunkerque 
when he departed. 

The Sergeant, who waited two 
days on the Dunkerque beaches be- 
fore boarding a ship for home, said 
the scene there last night was 
illuminated by fires that made the 
night almost as bright as day. 

He said German bombers, for 
some utexplainable reason, kept 
away from the town, but continued 
tc raid the troops on the beach as 
well as the various rescue ships. 

This Sergeant vouched for the 
story that the pilot of a German 
plane, unable to sink a large row: 
boat carrying 20 soldiers either with 
his bombs or with his machine 
guns, resorted to a shower of oil 
and gasoline. This he then fired 
with tracer bullets, ringing the 
boat with flames. 

“They didnt’ have a dog’s chance,” 
said the Sergeant. 

: Armentieres Destroyed. 

The same informant said his unit 
returned through Armentieres dur- 
ing the withdrawal. 

“You wouldn’t know it was the 
same place,” he said. “There was 
devastation everywhere.” 

The latest arrivals from Dun- 
kerque, though unshaved, dirty and 
wornout, still were cracking jokes. 
Many did their best to shave and 
otherwise improve their appear- 
ance while they stood in the train 
corridors, 

Members of the crew of one well- 
known pleasure steamer which took 
more than 200 weary, grimy and 
hungry men off the mole at Dun- 
kerque, said they were forced to 
leave under heavy shell fire and 
had to leave behind hundreds of 
others who an hour before had 
gone back to the beach to dig in, 
thinking there was no steamer in 
sight. 

Scarcely a ship returns without 
visible traces of German attacks, 
such as splinter scars and bullet 
holes. . 

A former movie theater manager 
took charge of a motor cruiser, 
which broke down halfway across 
the Channel. The men were taken 
aboard another vessel, although 
they were under fire throughout 
the operation. 

Men Machine-Gunned Constantly. 

“As we went into Dunkerque 
there were German planes over- 
head all the time,” he said. “We 
were machine-gunned and shrapnel 
was falling constantly. Some of the 
soldiers on the beach had been 
working with children’s spades to 
try and dig themselves a bit of 
cover. 

“A man with me got a machine- 
gun bullet in his leg. I took him 
back to the ship and the next time 
I saw him he was trying to get the 
bullet out with his sheath knife. 
Because the skipper would not let 
him do anything he got annoyed. 
So he went up forward and took 
charge of the ship’s machine-gun, 
firing at the German planes.”

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HOSPITAL SHIP NURSES SAY 
NAZIS MACHINEGUNNED AND 
BOMBED THEM IN LIFEBOAT 
LONDON, June 3 (AP). 

URSES returning with the 
N Allied forces from Flanders 

reported today they had 
been bombed and machine- 
gunned by German planes 
while in a lifeboat. One suf- 
fered a shattered arm and oth- 
ers were wounded about the 
face. 

An officer said the Nazi raid- 
ers attacked a hospital ship and 
the women were loaded into a 
lifeboat. As it swung from a 
davit, he said, a plane “swooped 
down and just missed our rig- 
ging and machine-gunned the 
women.” 

A bomb nearly blew their, life- 
boat out of the water a few 
minutes later, he added. The 
hospital ship was abandoned. 


continued, “a bomb dropped _ so 
close that our engines were put out 
of commission. We _ scrambled 
aboard a steam yacht which came 
up. There wasn’t: a half inch of 
room left on the ship, but we got 
back. I wanted to take another 
boat over, but they wouldn’t let 
me.” 

Red Cross Workers Killed. 


How Red Cross nurses stayed at 
their posts while co-workers were 
killed or wounded by terrific air 
and artillery bombardment in the 
gradually closing death trap around 
Dunkerque was told today by res- 
cued soldiers. The nurses, they 
said, spurned all advice to leave 
until the last of the British wound- 
ed could be withdrawn across the 
Channel to safety. 
“I cannot describe what we feel 
about those girls,” said one wound- 
ed Tommy as he left one of the 
many vessels still pouring troops 
across the Channel under constant 
fire. 
“Out on that dreadful beach, with 
German planes continually over- 
head and shells bursting all the 
time, the nurses have worked with- 
out stopping for days past. 
“Angels is the only word you can 
use to describe them. [I have seen 
some of them killed as they have 
gone about their work.” 

Declined to Leave Posts. 

An officer said the nurses had 
been asked to return to England 
but that they declined. 

“The nurse who patched me up 
said when I asked her to leave: 
‘My place is here looking after 
you. That’s what I am here for 
and I am going to stay and see it 
through. If recessary I shall let 
myself be taken prisoner but I 
shan’'t leave sv long as there are 
any injured here.’” 

Survivors said the nurses ignored 
day and night shelling to aid army 
doctors who worked frantically at- 
tending the wounded on the hot 
sands of the Dunkerque beaches 
and in casualty stations and small 
tents. They even set up first-aid 
stations in bomb craters.

Byron Nelson, National Open golf 
champion, and Jimmy Demaret 
(pronounced De-merit), are on their 
way to Cleveland today to prepare 
for the U. 8. championship, which 
begins on the Canterbury course 
Thursday. 

It may seen odd that Nelson, 
holder of the title, should be tour- 
ing the country wi’ Demaret, his 
chief competitor, but, as Byron ex- 
plains it, fans want to see two good 
golfers play and are not particular- 
ly interested in just one. 

Well, the 500 or so who went to 
Meadowbrook Countr., Club yester- 
day, saw two good golfers, De- 
maret with 67 and Nelson with 68, 
defeat Johnny Manion, Meadow- 
brook pro, and Clarke Morse, Nor- 
mandie pro, 3 and 2. Morse had 73 
and Manion 74. 

The scores of the visitors, De- 
maret four under par 71 and Nel- 
son three under par, speak for 
themselves 

Sacrifice Distance for Accuracy. 

And you may wonder what makes 
the two tick the way they do, Those 
who followed the match got a pret- 
ty good idea, though, for they saw 
both visitors, champion of the coun- 
try and leading money winner in 
the winter tournaments display a 
short backswing. They sacrificed 
distance for accuracy and therein 
lies their success, observers agreed. 

“I never saw top-notch golfers 
with such compact swings,” said 
Clarence Wolff, secretary of the 
District Golf Associafion and him- 
self a stylsit when he played. “We 
used to be taught to swing all the 
way around with our wooden clubs 
and a slight dip at the end was 
considered all right but these boys 
stop at the top of the swing and 
punch their shots. I guess that’s 
the tendency in golf today.” 

Demaret, when he wasn’t too 
busy autographing score cards and 
tickets in the locker room after 
the match, said he had consciously 
shortened his swing to make for 
greater accuracy. ‘ Nelson agreed 
that he had done the same thing. 

The two are great showmen in 
golf. Both are Texans and if you 
get one of them off in the corner 
he'll tell you just how great the 
other is, 

They Like the Other Fellow. 

“I think Nelson is‘the greatest 
golfer in the world,” said Demaret. 

“If there’s one man I fear at 
Cleveland above all others, it’s 
Demaret,” said Nelson. 

So you can see they both agree 
the other fellow is the berries. 

Nelson is 6 feet 1 inch tall, with 
light brown hair, blue eyes, and 
comes originally from Fort Worth, 
Tex. He's now the pro at the Inver- 
ness Club in Toledo. Demaret is 
about 5 feet 10 inches tall, with 
dark hair, a sunburned, ruddy com- 
plexion and blue eyes. He haiis 
from Houston, Tex. 

And believe Jimmy, there’s no 
place in the world like the South. 
He’s the pro at Brae Burn Country 
Club in Houstin and he’s passed up 
several good financial offers from 
other clubs to stay there. He’s not 
only the pro at his course, but he’s 
the greenskeeper as well. 

You wouldn't believe that a top- 
flight golfer would want to con- 
cern himself with the upkeep of 
greens. But Jimmy does’ That’s 
the reason he passed up fi¥e of the 
winter tournaments. He wanted to 
be at his club when the grass was 
planted. 

Jimmy Likes His Job. 

“And I'll stay in Houston,” said 
Jimmy, “I don’t think I’d ever care 
to get farther north than St. Louis. 
I like my job and my club and 
money’s not everything.” 

Concentration is the answer to 
the golf games of Nelson and 
Demaret. Neither thinks he ex- 
cells at driving, approaching or 
putting. They do all three well. 

“I don’t think you can say this 
man is the greatest driver in the 
game, that one the best iron shot 
player, that the best putter” said 
Nelson. “You've gotta be able to 
play ali the shots to reach the 
top.” 

Demaret, a former boxer, base- 
ball player and football player, with 
Nelson has been making an exhibi- 
tion tour of the country. You'd 
think that Nelson, the Open cham- 
pion, might be a little jealous of 
the attention accorded to Demaret 
but such is not the case. So long 
as the fans want to see Jimmy 
that’s all right with Byron. 

It was not until the par 3 fifth 
hole that Nelson and Demaret went 
1 up on Manion and Morse. Then 
the visitors took threes to fours for 
the local pros.

AMERICA’S SELF-SUFFICIENCY. 

A lot of loose talk has been floating around con- 
cerning the crisis America would face if the British 
lose control of the Atlantic and the Japanese gain 
control of the Far Eastern trade routes. 

To begin with, whoever controls the trade routes 
is going to be willing and eager to carry on trade 
enough to allow us to get the commodities we need 
from their section of the globe. As John Chamber- 
lain says, of all the nations on the surface of the 
earth, the United States is in a seller's market. 

If we should be at war, we would, of course, have 
to draw in our belts a little. We might have to 
accommodate ourselves to a temporary shortage of 
rubber, important as that commodity is, or we might 


though it is to those who like good salad dressing, 
or our esthetic sense might be shocked because the 
feminine leg would have to forego the silk in which 
it is classically encased. 

At any rate, the hardships would not be severe 
or of long duration. Rayon or nylon would replace 
silk and we would quickly develop a chemical sub- 
stitute for rubber. 

The Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey announced last 
winter that it could manufacture synthetic rubber, 
better in quality than the natural product, to sell at 
20 cents a pound. That’s dirt cheap compared to 
what we paid for rubber in the World War. 

The Germans have shown what an _ ingenious 
people can do by way of developing substitutes when 
their foreign trade is cramped. What the Germans 
have done, we Americans, with our superior re-, 
sources, should be able to do and do better. 

There are, however, eight or nine minerals, im- 
portant in the manufacture of armaments, which are 
not found in quantity on this continent. Of these, 
chromite, mercury, platinum, tungsten, antimony and 
vanadium are needed in relatively small quantities 
and are easily subject to reserve accumulation. 

With the expenditure of $100,000,000 from our em- 
barrassingly huge gold reserves, we could fortify our- 
selves against emergency with respect to these ma- 
terials. Senator Townsend has introduced a bill call- 
ing for the use of some of the gold we have stored 
away in the Kentucky hills for this purpose, and 
Congress seems ready to adopt it. 

Tin and manganese are two critical war materials 
which are required in quantity. But there is plenty of 


States low-grade ores which American metallurgists 
might find ways of utilizing in a pinch. 

Most of our tin now comes from British Malaya, 
but Bolivian tin deposits are ample for all our needs, 
provided we revive our smelting industry.  Inci- 
dentally, that would aid Bolivian prosperity and help 
along our Pan-American policy. 

Admittedly, the post-war outlook for foreign trade 
is not encouraging. If Germany wins, her efficient 
factories will absorb some of our foreign markets. 
And even if the Allies win, it will probably be many 
years before they are ready to give up the barter 
methods of trade which they have lately adopted 
in imitation of the Reich. 

But if we manage our internal affairs wisely, this 
need not be a catastrophe. Our exports over the 
aast 10 years have averaged only about 4 per cent of 
our nationally produced wealth. 

The loss of any part of our export trade would, of 
course, be regrettable, but the disappearance of all 
of it, as Charles A. Beard points out in his “Foreign 
Policy for America,” would be trivial beside the 300 
billion dollars lost between 1929 and 1939 by failure 
to use the American in“ustrial plant at. high tempo. 

In laissez-faire economics, foreign trade was im- 

portant for the effect it exercised in restraining do- 
mestic monopolies by subjecting them to foreign com- 
petition. But this country has now raised its tar- 
iffs to the point where they have largely canceled out 
this pressure anyway. 
k While we hold ourselves ready to co-operate in 
every feasible way for the economic recovery of Eu- 
rope after the war, we may congratulate ourselves 
upon living in a hemisphere whose resources are such 
that trade with the Old World, important though it 
is, is not a life-and-death matter. 
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Those Pittsburgh philanthropists’ offer of a mil- 
lion for the capture of Hitler expired unclaimed with 
the month of May. Now how about presenting it to 
the Red Cross? 
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A NAZI BID TO MUSSOLINI. 

Nazi bombers droned down the Rhone Valley over 
the week end, to cut a swath of death and destruction 
through a region hitherto distant from the cenflict. 

Perhaps the purpose of this sudden mass attack 
was strategic, to prepare the way for a new push 
against the French by attacking rail lines and ship- 
ping at the Southern points. More likely, how- 
ever, it was a Nazi gesture to the waiting Mussolini, 
an assurance that German air power is ready and 
able to collaborate when he decides to move against 
France. By the same token, as an effort toward 
forcing French capitulation, it was a Nazi warning 
of what may be in store for France if the war con- 
tinues and Italy becomes a participant. 

With Allied resistance seemingly stiffening after 
its series of setbacks, Hitler may feel the need of 
early support from his hesitating ally. The corpses 
his bombers left in Marseille and Lyon are the sort 
of argument most likely to impress the calculating 
Italian dictator.

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’ AN UNEASY HOUR FOR STALIN. 

Russia has reacted coolly to Great Britain’s last- 
minute efforts to establish cordial relations. The 
Kremlin has turned thumbs down on a trade treaty 
with Brit@in and has also rejected the appointment 
of Sir Stafford Cripps as special envoy, although it 
would accept him as Ambassador. 

There was a time when the appointment of a 
radical Laborite like Cripps might have made Russia 
a potential ally of Britain’s, but during that period 
Chamberlain was sending to Moscow only bungling 
Conservatives, whose chief hope was that Russia 
and Germany would become locked in a mutually ex- 
hausting struggle. 

Then Stalin turned the tables. He executed an 
entente cordiale with the Nazis and took a ringside 
seat at the war between Germany and the Allies. 

This was doubtless sweet revenge at the time, but 
by now Comrade Joseph must be disturbed. Germany 
has shown a military efficiency which must be nearly 
as disturbing in Moscow as in London and Paris. If 
Hitler wins in the West, he will be ready to turn his 
attention to the East. In this case, the inefficient, 
ill-equipped Communist legions are not likely to 
prove a major obstacle. 

Already the foresighted Nazi planners are talking 
openly of seizing the Ukraine and using it as a place 
in which to resettle some of the populations uprooted 
in Central Europe. Fifth columnists are busy reviv- 
ing the Ukrainian independence movement. 

Regardless of what Communist propagandists in 
this country may say, it is clear that the Soviets 
made a mistake in looking upon the current war 
as merely another“imperialistic struggle. It has that 
character in part, but it is more than that.

The complaints from Normandy, Pine Lawn and 
Carsonville about the rate of speed at which Mayor

There is hardly a town or city which does 
not owe the success of many civic projects, 
public improvements and reform laws to the 
insistent campaigning of one or more news- 
papers. Religious, educational and cultural 
activities get constant and invaluable public 
support, largely because of information and 
opinion developed by the press. 

In the national field in recent months, the 
publicity given to Mayor Hague’s attack on 
freedom of speech in Jersey City and the 
united demand of the press for protection 
of civil liberties has had wide effect. Simi- 
larly, the courageous campaign of many 
Southern newspapers « against lynching 
should be credited in any survey of the

One of the strongest testimonials to the 
opinion-molding role of newspapers is the 
lengths to which governments will go to 
establish controls, Such controls are not 
merely negative censorship which bars cer- 
tain information or opinions, but positive 
propaganda—use of publicity to condition 
the thought of nations, if not of the world. 

The most obvious examples, of course, 
have been the Nazi press campaigns against 
Czecho-Slovakia and Poland. Mussolini is 
using a controlled press as a major instru- 
ment in his Mene-wire performance. 

+ 

In an earlier day Abraham Lincoln said: 

“In this and like communities, public sen- 
timent is everything. With public sentiment 
nothing can fail, without it nothing can suc- 
ceed. Consequently, he who molds public 
sentiment goes deeper than he who enacts 
statutes or pronounces decisions.” 

Possibly Lincoln’s phrase, “public senti- 
ment,” corresponds with the word attitudes 
in our question today. It goes beyond tem- 
porary issues or specific decisions and here, 
I believe, may be the newspaper's greatest 
opportunity. The press has the power to 
do something more fundamental than jail- 
ing a criminal, exposing a corrupt official, 


enacting a law, or carrying an election. It 
may help readers establish freedom, inde- 
pendence and stability of thought. 

I am not sptaking of political prejudices 
or economic predilections but of fundamen- 
tal philosophies. Whether a reader’s ap- 
proach to problems is intellectual or emo- 
tional, whether he knows or merely guesses, 
depends to a large degree on the kind of 
newspaper he reads.. Whether he judges by 
appearances or digs down 
causes depends largely on the kind of news- 
paper he reads. For a great majority of citi- 
zens give to the newspaper time and atten- 
tion which day after day is not equalled 
by the schools, the pulpit, books, radio or 
any other molder of opinion.

National Group Terms Missouri 
Conservation Program Best 
in Nation. 


A resolution expressing confi- 
dence in the Missouri Wildlife Con- 
servation amendment, which is un- 
dergoing an open season of snip- 
ing from hostile groups, was adopt- 
ed unanimously yesterday by the 
executive committee of the Nation- 
al Wildlife Federation at the open- 
ing session of its meeting at the 
Park Plaza Hotel. 

The three-day meeting, devoted 
to round-table discussions of the 
organization’s conservation pro- 
gram, will end tomorrow. 

Extending congratulations to the 
people of Missouri for “the pro- 
gressive conservation program now 
in effect,” the resolution stated 
that “Missouri’s fine progress in 
wildlife restoration during the last 
four years serves to demonstrate 
that a State restoration program 
based on scientific facts and di- 
vorced from partisan politics will 
achieve highly gratifying results.” 

“Missouri No. 1 State.” 

“We and every other conservation 
group in the country feel Missouri 
at present is the No. 1 State in 
the Union when it comes to organ- 


ized conservation,” Jay N. (Ding) 
Darling, newspaper editorial car- 
toonist and honorary president of 
the federation, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. “But we don’t look with 
favor on and vigorously oppose any 
attempt by political or other groups 
to put an end to the fine work that 
has been done by Missouri’s non- 
partisan Conservation Commission,” 
Darling referred to circulation 
of initiative petitions by the Mis- 
souri Volunteers of Jefferson City 
and the Farmers and Sportsmen's 
Alliance to place propositions on 
the ballot of the November elec- 
tion, calling for the repeal of the 
1936 conservation amendment. The 
proposals would abolish the non- 
partisan Conservation Commission, 
repeal the conservation code and 
put the State’s fish and game su- 
pervision back in the hands of the 
Legislature. 
Repeal Strongly Opposed. 

“Repeal of that amendment would 
be a sin and a shame,” said

AGAIN FOR PRESIDENT 


James W. Ford, Negro, Is His 
Running Mate on Commu- 
nist Ticket. 


NEW YORK, June 3 (AP).—Ear! 
Browder today undertook his sec- 
ond quest for the presidency of the 
United States. the Government of 
which twice has sentenced him to 
prison. 

The 49-year-old former Kansas 
bookkeeper was named 1940 stand- 
ard bearer of the Communist party 
yesterday at a rally of 20,000 Com- 
munists in Madison Square Garden 
climaxing a four-day national con- 
vention. 

James W. Ford, Alabama Negro, 
again was named his running mate 
as vice-presidential candidate. The 
two polled 80,000 votes on the Com- 
munist National ticket in 1936,

Major radio networks which 
broadcast the convention proceed- 
ings and Browder’s acceptance 
speech preceded the broadcasts with 
an explanation that the Federal ra- 
dio law required that equal facili- 
ties be accorded all legally quali- 
fied candidates in a political cam- 
paign. 

It was stated, also that the 
Columbia Broadcasting System had 
requested a change in the law, to 
make an exception of the candi- 
dates of a party “subservient to a 
foreign Power.” To this statement, 
made in his hearing, Browder made 
no reply in his speech. 

A “listener's boycott” of the 
broadcasts had been asked for by 
the Catholic War Veterans, Inc., 
and numerous network member sta- 
tions declined to carry the pro- 
grams.

WASHINGTON, June 3. 

OW puerile now, in retrospect, 
H: the fine-spun speculation 

built a few months ago around 
the respective chances of the Demo- 
cratic candidates for President! Re- 
member? Paul V. McNutt was to 
be—or maybe he wasn’t to be—the 
heir apparent. Burt Wheeler had 
been given—or not given—the “kiss 
of death” by John L. Lewis. How 
many votes would John Garner 
have in the convention? Cordell 
Hull was gaining, and the Presi- 
dent would swing to him if he 
couldn’t put over Attorney-General 
Robert H. Jackson. Or perhaps the 
President would plump for Justice 
Douglas of the Supreme Court. Jim 
Farley couldn’t hope to be the first 
man on the ticket but he had a 
good chance to be nominated for 
Vice-President, and if that hap- 
pened would the fact of his Roman 
Catholicism hurt the _ party’s 
chances in the election? 

Thus the political patter of a 
dead and gone era. 

Only one question remains. Will 
Roosevelt take it?

Speculation turns to the vice-pres- 
idency. If Roosevelt runs, Jackson 
and Farley, being from New York, 
pass automatically out of the pic- 
ture. Contrary to what has some- 
times been written, this is due to 
no constitutional inhibition against 
the election of a President and a 
Vice-President from the same state. 
The Constitution merely forbids the 
electors of a state to vote for more 
than one inhabitant of that state. 
The practical effect, of course, is 
to rule out a second New Yorker 
if Mr. Roosevelt is nominated; oth- 
erwise, either Mr. Roosevelt or his 
running mate would be deprived in 
advance of the electoral college 
votes of New York. 

With Jackson and Farley out, 
who are left? 

There’s Wheeler. He has said— 
for whatever disavowals of this 
kind are worth—that he wouldn't 
accept second place on the ticket. 
More pertinent is the fact that the 
isolationist views of the Montana 
Senator are wholly out of tune with 
the foreign policy of the President. 
And if Roosevelt runs again, he will 
run because of the impact of the 


war on the United States. 

There’s McNutt. He’s a possi- 
bility, and he would like the nom- 
ination. His weakness is that he 
has never been fully accepted by 
the inner circle of the New Deal; 
his strength is his good adminis- 
trative record, his vigor as a cam- 
paigner, and the fact that, of all 
the Democratic speeches that have 
been made in the pre-convention 
campaign, his have been by long 
odds the best expression of the 
Roosevelt point of view.

Added to the stealth of the 
submarine and to the power of the 
destroyer, the small torpedo boat 
should be at least another bit of 
harassment for the battleship, cruis- 
er and transport.

Thus the torpedo boat 
destroyer was born. This has been 
superseded by the modern destroy- 
er, an 1800-ton ship even more pow- 
erful than the light cruiser of 30 
years ago.

More Than 250,000 Wounded, As- 
serts Report Disputing Opposi- 
tion Estimates. 

MOSCOW, June 3 (AP).—Lenin- 
grad military headquarters of So- 
viet Russia asserted in a com- 
munique last night that more than 
70,000 Finns were killed and 15,000 
other died of wounds in the recent 
Russian-Finnish war. Finnish 


wounded totaled more than 250,000, 
the communique said. 

It added that, in view of a Finn- 
ish announcement that Finnish 
casualties totaled 66,406, including 
19,263 killed and 43,500 wounded, 
Leningrad military headquarters 
“believes it is its duty to state that 
the above data of official military 
authorities crudely distort the situa- 
tion.” 

The communique reckoned that 
if the Finnish army’s strength was 
600,000 at the start of the war and 
that only about two-thirds could “be 
regarded fit for fighting,” then the 
Finns were practically “without an 
army” when they capitulated. The 
Finns lost an average of 2000 killed 
daily, the communique said.

LL right, I’ll admit it. I didn’t know the location of Fin-

land and Belgium. Here were nations whose life was vital to 
my own . . and yet I could not

Teach Yourself to Swim

formed by expert swimmers This 
is as absurd as trying to play a 
selection of Chopin’s before learn- 
ing and practicing the five-finger 
exercise on the piano, 

This chapter and others to follow 
deal with the mechanics of the be- 
ginners American Crawl armstroke, 
and the combining of this with the 
thrash of the leg beat. It is neces- 
sary to learn the stroke step by 
step because by so doing, you ac- 
quire a knowledge of timing, bal- 
ance, co-ordination and adjustabil- 
ity which you might lack other- 
wise. 

Whether or not it appears to be 
correct to you, these motions are 
worked out with definite purpose, 
which, if you ignore them, will hin- 
der progress greatly. The timing 
of the stroke is of major im- 
portance. Yuu are forced to assume 
the correct timing by keeping the 
arms in the correct beginner’s po- 
sition, not by assuming the ad- 
vanced position of the stroke. After 
you have mastered this timing, it 
is a natura] sequence to fall into 
the intermediate, then advanced 


_ position. 


We learned that each section of 
this stroke was individual, with a 
definite function to perform. We 
begin to learn now that the assem- 
bly of the mechanical functions put 
our floating body boat into action. 
This section, the armstroke, be- 
comes the paddle wheels of our 
boat. Let us think for a moment 
of a double paddle used for canoe- 
ing. Picture the arms as the sticks 
of the paddle, the hands as the flat 
ends which will provide a resisting 
surface to the water thus giving 
you a pulling force. 

These human paddles will move 
exactly as the double paddle of a 
canoe does. On one side of your 
boat, the paddle will be dipping 
into the water for a stroke while 
on the opposite side the paddle will 
be recovering through the air. The 
difference though is that your pad- 
dies are attached to your boat so 
you must take care to have them 
revolve loosely in the shoulder 
socket or else they will rock your 
boat too much. 

Each time that you add a fea- 
ture to the speed and progress of 
your boat, you must remember 
that you are covering ground more 
quickly. Be certain of the size and 
safety of your practicing area now. 
Your head is still submerged in 
practice and you don’t want to find 
yourself in danger of deep water 
after taking a few strokes. Aim 
for the shore if you are swimming 
in open water, and for the oppo- 
site side of the pool in shallow 
water if you are swimming in one. 

Another danger point to consider 
is that you may have uneven pres-

sure on your paddles which results 
in swimming crooked. If so, you 
may turn to deep water without 
being aware of it. Don’t take 
chances. Don’t take more than 
four strokes at this time before 
you stand up. After you have 
practiced a few times, you will find 
out which way you are turning if 
your stroke is uneven and can cor- 
rect it accordingly. 

Get a clear mental picture of the 
motions of the arms by walking 
through the water while going 
through them. Watch the arms as 
they move through and above the 
water. Bend the body at the waist 
and assume a position as close to 
lying down as is possible without 
putting your face in the water. 
Keep the feet on bottom. Place 
one in front of.y:u and one be- 
hind you for balance. Extend both 
arms in front of you a shoulder 
width apart. 

&:. -& #* 

EST the hands lightly on the 
R water surface, palms flat and 

facing downward. Keep the 
fingers close together. Pull one arm 
straight down and back through the 
water cose to the side of the body. 
Continue this motion until the arm 
and hand has described a complete 
semi-circle under water and until 
it has pushed to the surface of 
the water behind you. 

This is a starting postion for 
your alternate arm stroke. Start 
the hand in front of you pulling 
down the same way and at the 
same time lift the back arm clear 
of the water and swing it around 
through the air to it’s original posi- 
tion in front, preparatory to an- 
other stroke. Continue the motion, 
Swinging the arms windmill fash- 
ion, driving on one side and recov- 
ering On the other alternately. 

Repeat these motions of the 
arms as you walk across the pool. 
As you walk, brace yourself against 
the power of your pull so as to 
feel the force of it. Count up to 
six during a double under water 


ing through the water 


drive then repeat the count. Al- 
low each arm three counts for 
each complete pull under water. 
When the front hand dips into the 
water for its drive, count one-two- 
three. When the opposite hand 
has recovered and is ready for its 
drive, count four-five-six. Repeat. 

Divide the under water semi- 
circle into three equal sections and 
as you count cover these sections 
evenly when you drive. In other 
words, don’t rush the arm through 
the water while you are sstill 
counting one, only to find you 
have finished the drive with two 
more counts to go. Distribute the 
drive evenly within three full 
counts. 

Apply the same even distribu- 
tions on counts four-five and six 
which pertain to the opposite arm 
drive. Keep the elbows rigid to 
insure describing a full semi-circle 
on each under water drive. After 
you have practiced the stroke sev- 
eral times while walking through 
the water, stop and analyze it. 

You have read that the arm- 
stroke or paddle wheels are re- 
ferred to in twod different ways. 
One section of the stroke was 
called the under water drive. That 
term is obvious since you are driv- 
with the 
hand and arm. The other section 
was called the recovery. This term 
becomes more obvious as the stroke 
progresses to its advanced posi- 
tions. During advanced recoveries, 
the arm actually is relaxed in such 
a way that it has a chance to re- 
cover from the strain of each un- 
der water drive. 

Fix these two terms firm!y in 
your mind so that you will re- 
member their positions and func- 
tions when we allude to them later. 
Also remember that the starting 
point of your armstroke is when 
one hand is in front of you ready 
to drive, and the other hand is 
behind you ready to recover. 
Tomorrow—Counter balance of the 

armstroke. 


How Chlorine 
Aided in Fight 
On Bacteria

O what extent is disease spread 
Tos unclean eating utensils? 


There is no question that a great 
many bacteria are left on eating 
utensils both in public restaurants 
and in homes even after thorough 
cleaning. But they cannot do very 
much harm. 

A bacteriologic survey of public 
places in which food or beverages 
were sold was made in a small 
town. The cleanliness of the kitch- 
ens was good; metal sinks were 
used; clean towels were used for 


drying. Bacteriologic swabs taken 


from the edges of glasses, spoons 
and forks which would come in 
contact with the mouth were made 
especially after the noon or evening 
rush period. Temperature of the 
wash water was from about 100 to 
140 degrees with a rinse water of 
from 50 to 150 degrees 


Naturally, as all bacteriologists 
know, a certain number of bacteria 
would be present. But the amount 
of bacteria on these utensils and 
in the rinse and wash water was 
very much higher than would be 
considered normal, even though the 
temperature of the wash and rinse 
water was high enough to kill many 
bacteria. 


It was found that if a chlorine 
concentration of 100 parts per mil- 
lion water is used, however, the 
results are very much _ different 
and highly gratifying. Every other 
feature—the temperature of the wa- 
ter, the cleanliness of the towels 
and the care of washing was the 
same, the only change was in the 
addition of a small amount of chlo- 
rine to the water. : 

A great many people cling to a 
stubborn dislike of the chlorine 
taste of water, but it has been 
proved over and over again that in 
this concentration it is harmless 
and certainly it is valuable, espe- 
cially in the summer time, in pre- 
venting epidemics of food infection. 


IS VITAMIN B useful in neural- 


.gia as well as neuritis? 


We haven’t very many reports 
on the use of Vitamin B in the 
painful form of neuritis, generally 
called “neuralgia.” Its usefulness 
has been demonstrated when the 
nerves are involved on the muscu- 
lar side of causing paralysis, but 
when on the sensory side, causing 
pain, Vitamin B does not seem to 
work quite so well.

Children Need 
Time Out From 
Strict Routine

ILLY was reared on schedule 
Bana according to the best au- 

thorities on child training. He 
was a healthy, happy, obedient 
child of two and a half, who had 
never shown the slightest tendency 
to rebel or to question what was 


done for him or to him, 


He did little household chores, 
such as putting away his dishes in 
his own little closet after they were 
washed and dried. He hung up his 
hat and put his coat on its hanger, 
just so. And he picked up his toys 
when he was through with them. 

One afternoon instead of gather- 
ing his blocks and stacking them 
properly he lay down on the floor 
in a wild tantrum. His frightened 
mother picked him up and shook 
him, and he kicked and screamed 
and beat the air with his fists. 
Finally she got him to bed, still 
crying, still fighting, and left him 
there to work it off. 

The next day Billy took up his 
life a’ cheerfully as ever, no sign 
of the storm of yesterday marring 
its content. His mother was on 
the watch for signs of trouble, but 
none came and she forgot about it 
until one afternoon the same thing 
happened. This time she decided 
there must be a reason for the out- 
break and determined to uncover 
it, if possible. 

I imagine that Billy, like the rest 
of us, was somewhat weary of well 
doing. A little child who must live 
—and all little children must—under 
the control of another’s will, tires 
of it. He feels the pressure of the 
stronger will, the stronger person- 
ality on his weakness, and by and 
by reaches the point of mental ex- 
haustion that is expressed in the 
tantrum, 

It is essential to train children in 
right habits and to do it early. But 
it is also essential to keep in mind 
the kind of creature we are train- 
ing. He is young and his growth 
is very tender. It cannot stand too 
much pressure nor too much strain. 
If we are wise we relieve little 
children, and older ones as well, of 
the pressure’ for hours at a time. 
Every child needs time out in which 


- to rest his mind and refresh his 


spirit. And so does his mother. 

We are inclined to see too much, 
hear too much and to do too much 
in this rearing of children. We 
must learn the practice of judicious 
neglect. Overlook the unessentia] 
SO as to reserve strength for the 
essential. Skip the trivial things 
to save energy for the important 
ones. Every so often, every day of 
every year, allow time out for the 
release of the spirit from the bond- 
age of imposed authority, duty and 
routine. And that always includes 
the mother herself. 

It is true that children can stand 
a good bit of pressure and endure 
strain that would weary the adult 
to extremity, but there is a limit 
beyond which it is unsafe to ven- 
ture. Once a child is nervously ex- 
hausted, so that his vitality is 
sapped and he has to go to bed for 
a long period for recuperation, he 
is going to be a long time recreat- 
ing that lost power. Keep well with- 
in the limits of a child’s endurance. 
That still allows plenty of room 
for all that is required of him. 

Don’t ask a hundred per cent of 
a little child. Help him to put his 
toys away when he is weary: lend 
him a hand occasionally. Cheer 
him along and he will arrive at 
self-help in better cheer and with 
greater power.

North was by no means satisfied 
with his single raise. He felt that 
his two and one-half honor tricks 
warranted a stronger bid, but with 
his bad distribution and lack of in- 
termediate cards it was difficult to 
select a better bid than the single 
raise actually chosen unless, per- 
haps, he had adopted the expedient 
of making an artificial strength 
showing bid of two diamonds. Over 
South’s rebid of two no trump 
North would have been better ad- 
vised to raise to three no trumip, 
since his distribution was favorable 
to that contract. 


West opened the heart queen, and 
declarer, after noting that he could 
afford to lose two tricks in spades 
and one in hearts and still make his 
contract, nonchalantly played dum- 
my’s heart king, and then the ace 
of spades. He had been prepared 
for an uneven break in the suit, 
with one of the opponents holding 
three and the other one trump, but 
this excessively bad break was too 
much for him. In addition to the 
unavoidable heart loser, he now 
had to lose three trump tricks to 
East. 

Granting that the trump break 
was bad, there still was no excuse 
for declarer to play in such a slip- 
shod manner. Such breaks do oc- 
cur every now and then, and there 
is no need to bow to them without 
a struggle. In this instance the 
break could have been overcome. 


Declarer should have won the 
first trick in his own hand in order 
to lead a trump up to dummy. With 
West showing out, there would be 
no point in playing the ace, and 
East then would win with one of 
his honors. Regardless of his re- 
turn, declarer should win and cash 


all of his side suit tricks, after 
which ‘:e should ruff dummy’s 
third diamond. Then, with only 


four cards left in every hand, de- 
clarer should concede the unavoid- 
able heart loser. West would win, 
and whatever he returned, dummy 
would ruff with a low spade. Now 
whether East overruffed or under- 
ruffed (he would have nothing left 
but trumps), he would be limited 
to a total of two trump tricks. If 
he underruffed, the ace of trumps 
would drop one of his honors; if he 
overruffed, he would be forced to 
lead a trump from his remaining 
honor into the combined tenace in 
dummy’s and declarer’s hands.
